— Mr. Augustus Darr, a prominent bank- 
er of Cincinnati, was married at Ruck 
Island, III., last evening to Miss Teresa 
A. Slevin. Miss Fannie Webster, daughter 
of Mr. G. W. Webster, of Elgin, III., was 
married to Mr. Charles Oakes at the bride’s 
home. 

——Business was practically suspended in 
the Government Departments at Washington 
yesterday. It is the custom with the Govern- 
ment employés to make the day before a 
holiday an off day, and much inconvenience 
is caused thereby to persons having business 
to transact at the departments. 

——The Washington Headquarters Trust- 
ces of Newburg, N. Y., propose to ask Con- 
gress and the New York Legislature for ap- 
propriations to provide for the celebration 
of the disbandment of the Revolutionary 
army and the declaration of peace between 
the United States and Great Britain. 

——The Conservative Convention in ses- 
sion at Toronto, Ont., yesterday approved 
the policy of the present Dominion Minis- 
try. ‘The convention believes that the Pacific 
Railway will be finished by 1890, at which 
time there will be a sufficient sum in the 
treasury to discharge the Government’s ob- 
ligation to the road. 

——There was a decline in the price of 
wheat, pork, corn, and other products in the 
Chicago markets yesterday; and little busi- 
ness was transacted. The sales for the day 
were: Wheat, 925,000 bushels; oats, 30,000 
bushels: corn, 16,500 bushels; 10,750 barrels 
of pork, and 8,000 crates of lard. 

— Sylvester T. Wilson, a ticket-scalper, 
was arrested in Philadelphia yesterday, and 
the scalping fraternity of both Philadelphia 
and New York are much exercised over the 
matter. The scalpers claim that the Penn- 
sylvania law under which the arrest was 
made is unconstitutional, and they propose to 
test it. 

Over 600 delegates to the National Tar- 
iff-Convention to be held at New York next 
week have informed the Secretary of the 
Committee of Arrangements for the meeting 
of their intention to be present. New York 
will be represented by about 100 delegates, 
including bunk Presidents, Judges, and 
editors. 

——The lawyers of the Baroness Burdett- 
Coutts have decided that by marrying Bart- 
lett she forfeited her interests in the Coutts 
Bank, and she has therefore decided to re- 
sign her interest therein to those who claim 
it under the will of the Duchess of St. 
Albans. She will continue to receive a small 
annual allowance as a compensation. 

Work was commenced yesterday on 
the Duluth & Winnipeg Railroad, about one 
mile and a half from Duluth. W. W. Spauld- 
ing, A. M. Miller, James Hunter, A. J. Saw- 
yer, and R. C. Mitchell, the original stock- 
holders of the company, were present. The 
new road will pass through one of the rich- 
est agricultural districts in the United States. 

—William Eckert, an ex-convict, at- 
tempted to sboot his mother in Chrystie 
street, New York, last evening, but was pre- 
vented by a Mr. Lewis and a police officer. 
He then attempted to escape, but was pur- 
sued by the officer and Mr. and Mrs. Lewis. 
Ile turned and shot at Mrs. Lewis, inflicting 
serious wounds. The ruffian has been ar- 
rested. 

—-The steamer Chateau Lafitte sailed 
from New York for Bordeaux on the 
2d of November, and has not since been 
heard from. She is on her second trip, and 


fears are entertained for her safety. The 
steamer is 380 feet long, 41 feet 6 inches. 
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at about $200,000. Her cargo consisted ot 
72,000 bushels of grain, 1,000 hogsheads of 
tobacco, and other merchandise valued at 
about $150,000, 

The scheme for a new Stock Exchange 
in New York seems to take. It is backed by 
strong capitalists of the speculative order 
who do much of the business in the present 
Stock Exchange. Jay Gould is said to be 
the chief engineer of the new scheme, which 
seems to insure its being carried out. 


——Wiilliam Jones, the person who is 
charged with having attempted to kill Gui- 
tean, was indicted yesterday by a Washing- 
ton grand jury. He will be arraigned Mon- 
day. It is believed that no jury can be found 
in Washington to convict him. Popular 
sympathy is entirely with him. Several hun- 
dred doliars have been subscribed for his 
defense. 


apt. Howgate, against whom there 
are twelve indictments now pending in the 
Washington Criminal Court—three being for 
forgery and the others for embezzlement— 
will apply for a reduction of his bail, which 
is now $30,000, His application is not likely 
to be successful, as recent investigations are 
said to have revealed further wrong-doing 
on his part. 


——M. G. R. Termose, prelate of the Papal 
household, is now in Montreal, and expresses 
the opinion that Pope Leo will before long 
take up his residence either in Malta or 
Daizburg on account of the annoyances to 
which he is subjected in Rome. The same 
gentleman says the Pope foresees his depart- 
ure, and has ordered an inventory made of 
all objects of value in the Vatican. 


he bankers and brokers of New York 
City are much exercised at the decision of 
Commissioner Raum on the matter of taxa- 
tion on deposits, Gen. Raum holds that the 
daily transactions of a bank should form the 
basis of taxation. The bankers insist that 
the clearing-house statements should form 
the basis. The bankers and brokers are ar- 
ranging to bring the matter before Congress 
during the forthcoming session, in order to 
obtain a settlement agreeable to themselves. 


It is stated that Michael Davitt will be 
put forward as a candidate for Parliament 
from Meath in place of A. M. Sullivan, re- 
signed. Davitt, being under the law a felon, 
may de declared ineligible, and the Parnell- 
ites have therefore determined to take the 
precaution of putting forward Dr. Kenny or 
some other suspect, whom they intend to 
place second on the poll. The seat would 
revert to Kenny in case Davitt is declared 
ineligible. There were three arrests in Ire- 
land yesterday under the Coercion act. Seven 
persons were arrested at Dunmore, Galway, 
for illegal drilling. 


Senator Folger has, it is understood, 
directed a computation to be made for the 
purpose of ascertaining at what premium 
the Government can afford to purchase the 4 
and , per cent bonds, instead of calling in 
the 34;s. The4s are not redeemable until 
1891, and the 4s are not redeemavle until 
1907. Secretary Folger thinks that it will be 
wise to use the surplus revenues in retiring 
not only the 5s and 6s, but the 4s and 4s. It 
is also understood that he does not belle ve in a 
large amount of money lying idle in the 
‘Treasury vaults while the country is taxed 
to pay interest on bonds. that may, be ter-. 
deemed wich such a surplus. 

—— Witnesses for the defense were exam- 
ined in the Guiteau case yesterday. The 
Rev. H. N. Burton, of Kalamazoo, Mich., 
who heard Guiteau lecture in 1877, did not 
think he was irresponsible at that time, al- 
though he was peculiar. Dr. John A. Rice, 
of Merton, Wis., thought Guiteau was in- 
sane. Other witnesses were examined to 
prove the insanity of various mem- 
bers of the Guiteau family. The assasin 
joked at some of the remarks of the wit- 
nesses, and some of the auditors laughed at 
his jokes, which seemed to please the scoun- 
drel amazingly. He made the usual number 
of interruptions and speeches. 

— Several outrages committed recently in 
Northumberland, Clearfield, and Lucerne 
Counties, Pennsylvania, are attributed to the 
Mollie Maguires. Many of these murderous 
outrages have been enacted in revenge for 
the hanging of one Hester, a notorious Mol- 
lie, some years ago. Those who gave evi- 
dence against Hester, or who in any way 
contributed to his conviction, are threatened 
with punishment. The ruffians also threaten 
that if one Robert Bennie, who shot ‘Thomas 
Brennan in Schuylkill County, some time 
ago, is convicted, the Judge, jury, and Pros- 
ecuting Attorney will suffer. The author- 
ities are beginning to take action on these 
threats, and are looking out for the leaders 
of the Mollies. 

he friends of Mrs. Lincoln indignant- 
ly deny that that lady is suffering from want 
or neglect. On the contrary, she is amply 
provided for. Until about a year ago her 
annual income was $8,100. Owing to the con- 
version of 6 per cent bonds into 3 per cents 
her income has been reduced to $5,000. She 
cannot comprehend the cause of the change, 
and seems to think that she is wronged. 
She labors under several queer notions. 
She seems to feel hurt that a public 
subscription such as that made for Mrs. Gar- 
field was not made for her, and thinks that 
Congress should be appealed to. She ex- 
aggerates her bodily infirmities, and imag- 
ines that she is neglected. The facts are 
that, although she is not in very good health, 
she is not in bad health, and that, far from 
being neglected, she is tenderly cared for by 
herfriends. The statements put forward by 
Dr. Sayre are repudiated by all of Mrs. Lin- 
coln’s friends, who denounce Dr. Sayre as a 
presumptuous intermeddler, anxious for no- 
toriety. 

——The London Times says that a con- 
siderable section of the Irish people have de- 
cided to obey the “no-rent” manifesto of 
Parnell and his friends, and that it is as 
dangerous for tenants to pay revt at ali this 
year as it was to pay over Griffich’s valu- 
ation last year. The cattle of a parish priest 
who denounced the “no-rent” manifesto 
have been inaimed; an armed party fired into 
the house of Lord’ Bessborough’s agent 
at Peltown, Kilkenny, within twenty yards 
of the police barracks, and several 
cases of a like character are reported 


from Galway and Kings Counties. Placards 


with bullets attached threatening death to 
rent-payers have been posted up all over the 
whole island. ‘The Times advocates the pol- 
icy which it outlined about a month ago, of 
dealing with the recalcitrant tenants county 
by county, and points to the success of that 
policy in Leitrim and Cavan, where the Ball- 
iffs and other persons employed in carrying 
out evictions have been protected by ‘“* flying 
columns” for some days past. ‘Lhe 
Times says the Government has Ww 
deal with a thoroughly disaffected and 
disloyal population, of whom the tenant 
farmers and their families form only 
one-half, and advises a more severe coercive 
eode than that which exists at present.

WasHineTon, D. C., Nov. .- A friend of 
the President, who watched with him in 
that terrible period from July 2 to Sept. 19, 
said today, with a great deal of emotion: 
»The scandals of the Guitean trial almost 
equal the horror of his crime.” It is diffi- 
cult to witness or to read the daily proceed 
ings of the trial without a shudder. The 
scenes in the court-room are without prece- 
dent in the history of jurisprudence. The 
American people who watched the bulletin- 
boards for three painful summer 
months doubtless presumed that the 
trial of the assasin who commited the 
diabolical crime would be attended with 
great solemnity. There is a vast audience 
there, but it is like an audience that visit a 
cirous in which Guiteau is a distinguished 
/theeain is the cen- 


A GRINNING ASSEMBLY. 
He takes the people, Court, and prosecution 
into his confidence, and makes grim jests 
about his alliance with the Deity. He has 
protested that he intended to be the leading 
counsel in his own case. He is more than 
that. He usurps the function of the 
Judge. Hecorrects and rebukes witnes- es. 
He calls lawyers to order. He 
gives directions to the court officials.. He 
patronizes the Judge. He constantly inter- 
rupts the proceedings to give his own views 
as to the sufficiency of testimony which is 
presented with a view to prove his own in- 
sanity. He is permitted to make twenty 
speeches a day to the Court and jury for the 
purpose of seeking to shield himself from 
the consequences of hisown crime. Mean- 
while, the prosecution, of the eminence of 
whose criminal lawyers we have heard so 
much, sit there and frequently remonstrate, 
it is true, but the remonstrances are made in 
a nerveless sort of way. The prosecution 
may be learned and able, but 
IT LACKS ENERGY. 
Guiteau could teach them zeal, as he at- 
tempts to teach the Court and the jury law. 
It is difficult to understand why the Judge 
does not insist that Guiteau shall behave. 
Much is heard about the respect due to the 
law, and the duty that a great Government 
owes to itself to protect the worthless life of 
the malicious villain Guiteau when in 
transit from the jail to the court-room, yet 
the orderly course of procedure in acourt 
of justice is each day disregarded, 
and the dignity and authority of 
the court itself is each day defied by the tur- 
bulent insolence of the assasin. Scenes are 
permitted at the trial of the President’s mur- 
derer which would not be allowed in aJus- 
tice’s Court 
AT THE TRIAL OF A CHICKEN-THIEF. 
Judge Cox is an able and a just Judge, but 
he ought not @ be powerless to enforce 
order, and ought not to acknowledge his in- 
ability to compel the miserable criminal in 
the dock to respect the dignity of the court.

BECRETARY FOLGER, 
HIS POLICY TO BE A BOLD ONE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 23.—The friends 
of Secretary Folger announce that his con- 
duct of the Treasury Department will be 
boid, even to aggressiveness. They say that 
the new Secretary does not believe in the 
policy of locking up the immense surplus 
which the Government is receiving day by 
day, and that he will put it all out. The 
amount of money at the command of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury which can be used for 
the purpose of redeeming the public debt is 
very large, and if Mr. Folger is to do 
as his friends say he intends, the coun- 
try may look for a very important 
reduction of the debt in a short time. From 
$30,000,000 to 850, 000, 000 could be used at the 
present time for this purpose without 
crippling the Treasury, so strong haas it been 
made by 
ITS ENORMOUS RECEIPTS. 
These same persons say that Secretary 
Folger will not follow the example of Sec- 
retary Windom. He will not call for bonds, 
but will go into the market and buy them. 
This, of course, involves the payment of the 
market rate for bonds, and the rate is likely 
to go up should the Government go into 
the street as a large purchaser. Thus 
for ex-Secretary Windom’s efforts to pay the 
extended 6’s have not Been crowned with 
success. Of the $6,000,000 recently asked for 
under the third notice, only $68,000 had been 
presented up today, when the last $2,000,000 
were payable. Mr. Windom held it to be bis 
duty to give three months’ notice befgre 
stopping interest on the September call, al- 
though there is no doubt that the law 
REQUIRES NO SUCH FAVOR 
to be granted to the holders. The result has 
been that the bonds have not been presented 
for payment, the holders preferring to draw 
their interest as Jong as possible. When 
Windom issued the 105th call, he 
was by some severely criticised 
for inaugurating the policy of giving three 
months to the holders of continued 6s. It 
was argued that, inasmuch as no provision 
of law required three months’ notice, the

and judgment to have called, say $5,000,000, 
from time to time on. short notice. It was 
predicted that by cutting off the interest on

SOFT J OBS. 
“WORKING FOR THE GOVERNMENT.”

Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 23.—Business in 
the Executive departments was practically 
suspended at noon today, thereby causing 
considerable annoyance and inconvenience 
to many persons the past few days. These 
departments have been in the habit of sus- 
pending the day preceding every National 
holiday, and during thé Christmas holidays 
no business is transacted after noon of each 
day. This practice is contrary to law, and is 
agreat injustice to persons who come to 
Washington from distant points to transact 
business with the Government, and whio, in 
consequence of this unlawful suspension of 
the public business, are necessarily detained 

here at great expense of time and money. 


CAPT. HOWGATE., 
A SURPRISING AFFAIR. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 23.— The Crim- 
inal Court of this district will tomorrow hear 
the application of Capt. Howgate for a re- 
duction of his bail. There are now twelve 
indictments against Howgate, two or three 
for forgery and the remaiuder for embezzle- 
ment. His bail is now $30,000. The Govern- 
ment having attached all his property in a 
civil svit, he is unable to give that amount, 
It is said that the continued examinations in 
the Signal Office disclose additional evidence 
of embezzlement, and the officers are unable 
to determine how large an amount has been 
stolen. It seems almost incredible that a 
man of Capt. Howgate’s limited abilities 
should have been able to steal nearly $250,000 
without detection. He was only receiving 
the pay of a Lieutenant, and was known to 
have no other means except his salary, yet 
he openly made enormous purchases of real 
estate, built several fine houses, and made so 
open a display of his wealth that the neglect 
to sooner examine his accounts needs some 
explanation. 


BRADY’S ACTS. 
GIBSON’S REPORTS. 

Wasminorton, D. C., Nov. 23.—The Acting 
Attorney-General makes public the reports 
submitted to him by A. M. Gibson, Special 
Attorney for the United States in the star- 
service investigation, who says: For muani- 
fest reasons it would not be prudent to dis- 
close all the facts discovered by the investi- 
gation pursued by the representatives of two 
departments, or to indicate a tithe of 
the evidence, which must be reserved

The allowances for expedition 
increqped the annual pay on these routes 
$197,046, and made the total pay $352.- 
490 a year, and in each one of these 
cases the luw was stretched to its ut- 
most in favor of the contracts, and the 
instructions of that law disregarded, as like- 
wise the time-honored custom of the depart- 
ment, requiring contractors to furnish veri- 
fied detailed data whereby the exact propor- 
tion between the original pay and the com- 
pensation for expeditional service required 
could be accurately determined. During 
this same fiscal year, 1877, Brady made orders 
granting additional allowances to contractors 
for trips added and speed increased 
ON 250 ROUTES, 
amounting in the aggregate to $604,336. The 
original pay on these routes was $1,090,620, 
so that the increase was about 58 1-16 per 
cent, while the additional duties required of 
contractors were in the aggregate only 
about 333¢ per cent.” Gibson charges that 
Gen. Brady thereafter deliberately ad- 
vertised for star service on such schedules 
asto leave room for premeditated increases 
of pay by means of allowances for expedi- 
tion, ote., and says that, in almost every in- 
stance, he violated the letter and spirit of the 
law in making orders for additional allow- 
ances by which a few contractors could 
be receiving more than $2,250,000 a year. It 
is still further charged that during the fiscal 
years of 1879 and 1880 there were forty-four 
orders on which allowances were made and 
money paid, which were retroactive and in 
direct violation of law. In all, according to 
this report, there were, during Gen. Brady’s 
incumbency, seventy-four orders made in 
violation of law. Gibson says: An inspec- 
tion of every case of expedition by experi- 
enced and impartial men whose instructions 
were to ascertain the truth and report it, was 
ordered. Nearly all their reports have been 
received. A number of men have been em- 
ployed in this work since May last. ‘They 
have examined hundreds of witnesses who 
had a personal knowledge of the facts, The 
statements of these witnesses were written 
down and verified by their oaths. Sub-con- 
tractors, superintendents, drivers, agents, 
and other employés of contractors have been 
interrogated and their depositions taken. 
The result is a mass of evidence, accom- 
panied by explanatory reports of inspectors, 
which fill several thousand pages legal cap 
paper. In addition to all this, the record of 
evidence in the department has been min- 
utely and critically examined, digested, and 
collected

has required months of the most arduous 
work on the part of the Inspector, P. H. 
Woodward, myself, and the officers and 
clerks of the Post-Office Department as- 
signed to this duty.

The Cattle Quarantine at Levis. 
spectac Dupaten to The Chicago Tribui. 

OTTAWA, Que., Nov. 23.—The following inform- 
ation is taken from the report relating to cattle 
quarantive established by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment at Levis, opposit Quebec. Some fifty 
men are constantly engaged on the works. The 
expenditure of the Government upon them 
during the summer amounted to $75,000. The 
extent of ground inclosed as the quarantine is 
fifty acres. Nota single precaution has been 
overlooked by the Minister of Agricniture and 
those serving under, him which could 
possibly insure the lasting. success 
of the scheme. One of the most 
noticeable features in the present arrangement 
ot the quarantine is the complete isolation at- 
forded to the different lots of cattle contined 
within its several vards. The stables are ex- 
ceedingiy large, warm, and comfortable struc- 
tures, each one of which is erected in the very 
middle ot a spacious yard, two or three acres in 
extent, thus leaving ample space for cattle to 
sufficiently exercise themselves. Each yard is 
completely isolated, and shut in by boarded 
fences six feet high, amply sullicient to prevent 
any contact between the animals. All last year 
the Joss of cattle in quarantine was but 1 per 
cent, and this loss was caused by natural causes. 
During this year but two cattle have been lost 
out of 80, and three or four sheep out of 1,500. 


The “National Policy” Indorsed. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

TORONTO, Ont., Nov. 23.—A great Conservative 
convention is ia session here, attended by 1,500 
delegates. At the meeting today resolutions 
were read.

The Statistical Bureau, 
Speciai Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

TORONTO, Nov. 23.—The Statistical Bureau 
established by the Government is to be under 
the charge of the Hon. S. C. Wood, Provincial 
Treasurer. who says that it will collect statistics 
with reference to agriculture and its allied in- 
dustries and also respecting the lumber trade. 
The Government has at present no intention of 
making ita general industrial bureau, though 
it may possibly develop in that direction. Sta- 
tistics will be gathered by meansof Agricult- 


ural societies and otherwise. Dairying will be 
included in the returns. The first report will be 
issued in April, and monthiy bulietins wil fol- 
low. A close watch will be kept on everything 
which threateus crops and live stock.

A Lady in the Minnesota Insane Asy- 
lum.

ignorant of the consequences of their owa 
actions. So far as can be ascortained, no blame 
whatever is attached tothe attendant or bospital 
authorities, as every precaution is uniformly 
exercised to prevent accidents among the harin- 
less or violent patients, and responsibility for 
the latest accidental death in the institution 
cannot reasonably attach to the attendents or 
management.

It can bardly be a matter for regret in this 
country that no great determination has oc- 
curred toward either the semi-gregarious life of 
tuts and voarding-houses. Where incomes are 
small, as in France, and servants are almost im- 
possivie to be obtained, as in the United States, 
oue of these modes of existence way arise out 
of sheer necessity. French life is larwely leav- 
ened by a numerous and poorly-paid bureau- 
cracy. Until the recent introduction of tram- 
ways into such cities as Paris, it would bave 
been impossible fur the clerk to live so tur from 
his work as Euvglishmen of the same station find 
convenient. Nor would the Freuch em- 
ployé cure to carry bome parceis from 
ine city and otherwise assist in 
carrying on the scheme of existence. 
as an Englishman does; but be this us it 
may, he bas hitherto been accustomed to live 
near bis bureau, and thus has become used to 
an apartment in place of a bouse. In the 
United States the management of a sinall house- 
bold is made very difficult by exacting servants. 
who completely command the situation. In En- 
gland cummunications are easy and good serv- 
aunts may still be obtained. So far as they go, 
these uppeur to be matters for congratulation, 
ut leust so far as regards the bringing up of 
children.

The 
immediate friends of Mrs. Lincoln here are 
especially indignant that she should be repre- 
sented as in need of money, and that an appeal 
for charity should be made in her behalf, when 
there is nothing in ber circumstances or cundi- 
tion to justify it. Mrs. Lincola’s idiosyncracies 
are thoroughly understood here, but her 
friends, the local press, and the general 
public buve all, out of respect and 
esteem for the lady apd her lamented husband, 
shielded her as much as possible from publicity. 
The story that Mrs. Lincuinis in pecuniary need 
is easily disproved. When President Lincoin’s 
estate was settled by David Davis, and Mrs. 
Lincola’s property was turned over to her 
friends here, Mr. Jacob Bunn received from 


belonging to Mrs. Lincoln. These were pur- 
chased with what remained, after the payment 
of ber debts, of the appropriation of $75,000 
made by Congress after President Lincoln's as- 
sasipation. These bonds are still held in trust for 
Mrs. Lincoln by Mr. Bunn, and from them she 
bas derived an annual income of $3,600, in addi- 
tion to ber annual pension of $3,000. In addi- 
tion, she has for several years, and until this 
spring, received $1,500 per annum in payment 
for a residence in Chicago sold by her, to be paid 
for at the rate of $125 permonth.

$8,100 per year, and she spent every cent of it, 


Since her return ber income-bas been decreased, 
because her bonds were refunded, and, instead 
of receiving 6 per cent on $60,000, she now re- 
ceives 3'; per cent on $56,000 and 4 per cent on 
$4,000, This she has refused to understand, and 
seems to imagine that sbe bas met with a heavy 
loss. In spite, however, of this reduction, her 
income is now over $5,000 a year, and the utter 
absurdity of the story of her im- 
aginary poverty is abundantly demon- 
strated by the fact that during the year 
or so that ha’ elapsed since her return from 
Europe she has saved from her income at least 
$5,000, which bas been invested in Government 
bonds.

In the December number of the North 
American Review four eminent surgeons 
give their views of The Surgical Treatment 
of President Garfield.’”’ The writers are Dr. 
W. A. Hammond and Dr. Maroin Sims, of 
New York: Dr. Ashhurst, ef Philadelphia;

ful. Hammond is hardly a competent wit- 
ness, as he had prejudged the case. These 
contributions bring out plainly the difficulty 
of ascertaining the true course of the ball. 
The probing had to be done, if at all, im- 
mediately after the shooting, within twenty- 
four or forty-eight hours at most. But the 
violent hemorrhage of the first twenty-four 
hours prevented an examination while it 
lasted: and when it was over the interfer- 
ence of the broken ribs stopped the probing. 
All that could be done was to insert a finger 
in the wound and ascertain the general 
course of the ball. This was done by Sur- 
geon-General Wales, who thought that he 
felt the liver, and so declared. If the ball had 
penetrated any of the great cavities of the 
pody probing would have been worse than 
useless, and if it was lodged in the soft 
tissues back of the peritoneum effective 
probing was impossible. 


Ir would be interesting to have the opinion 
of a sound metaphysician on Gulteau's men- 
tal condition when he shot the President and 
since. He had all the primary iJeas of time, 
space, cause and effect, conciousness, ete., in 
their proper relations on July 2, and has not 
lost any of them since. Ile made no mistake 
about his plans. He was prompt to the min- 
ute at the depot, and stationed himself ina 
convenient place to waylay the President. 
Though he had no experience in the use of 
firearms, he selected a murderous weapon 
and practiced with it for weeks to perfect his 
aim. He loaded it properly and discharged 
it with fatal effect, and never had the least 
doubt, whatever the doctors said, that the 
wound was mortal. He knew better than 
anybody else where he had hit the Presi- 
dent, at what angie the ball entered, 
and what its probable course must be. 
In point of consciousness Guiteau has al- 
ways been sound. He has never imagined 
himself to be anybody else. If he had, like 
Mr. Joel Henry Wells, signed his name with 
an alias, or if he had claimed to be a super- 
natural personage himself, there might be 
some basis for his defense of insanity. But 
on his own confession he has always known 
who he was and what he was doing, from 
the first moment of his miserable existence 
to the last. Much of the evidence that has 
been adduced to show his mental incapacity 
has relation to his moral deficiencies, and of 
them there never has been any serious ques- 
tion. The fact that he has been able to de- 
fraud confiding landladies and to wheedle 
small loans out of suft-hear‘ed acquaint- 
ances is no proof of insanity, On the contrary, 
it would be next to impossible for a person 
truly insane to commit acts of fraud that 
required sustained mental effort, secrecy, 
cunning, and persistence. No action of 
Guiteau’s in connection with the shooting of 
the President had the stamp of insanity 
upon it; and if moral perversity shall be 
deemed sufficient cause for acquittal, what 
murderer can be punished ?

THANKSGIVING. 

The day sacred to feasting and dedicated to 
gratitude has arrived again, and will witness 
the gathering of all good people within 
‘sacred walls to ascribe thanks to Almighty 
God for the blessings and good providences 
of the year. As the proclamation of the Pres- 
ident makes no discrimination betweer sin- 
ner and saint, it is also incumbent upon those 
who are not good to be thankful. Fortunate- 
ly, a review of the events of the year shows 
there is no reason why veople of all classes 
should not experience feelings of thanktful- 
ness as they sit down tc their turkey and oys 
ters. 

Especially is this true in our own country. 
If the crops have not been as good as they 
were last year the prices are better, and that 
is the mainepring of satisfaction to the farm- 
ers, while the late rains have come down 
bountifully, destroying the pernicious insects 
which devour cereals, and preparing the soil 
for amore plentiful yield mext year. The 
general health of the country has been ex- 
cellent, and no epidemic has swept over our 
borders. The couhtry has never been more 
prosperous. The Government revenues have 
greatly increased, the expenditures have not 
yet consumed the income, and the National 
debt and interest thereon has been largely re- 
duced, Trade is flourishing, and labor ot all 
kinds is in demand at remunerative wages, 
so that the bulk of winter suffering will 
be largely reduced. Last year cold weather 
set in in October, with a scarce supply of coal, 
and never relaxed its cruel grip until May. 
This year it approaches gradually, with fuel 
growing to be abundant. 

The horrible deed of a dastardly assasin 
removed our great President, but his suc- 
cessor has taken his place, and the machinery 
of our political system goes on without jar 
or shock to the material interests of the 
country. Population is rapidly increasing, 
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of the new sympathy and cordiality between 


her people and our own, he former are be- 


ginning to appreciate and respect republican 


ideas as they never have before. The elec- 
tions in France have shown steady repub- 
lican growth, and even in Germany they 
show that the people are determined to have a 
more active and direct representation in Parlia- 
ment. Republican ideas have also been 
strengthened in Spain and Portugal. Tur- 
key is powerless for further “inhumanity to 
man.” The Czar of Russia still clings to 
the divine right of Kings and to the despot- 
ism of monarchy, but Western influences 
are steadily though silently making progess. 
Both in Africa and Asia new forces are at 
work which will soon let in the light of the 
Christian religion and civilization. In all 
this also there is cause for thankfulness. 

The individual has as much reason to re- 
joice as the Nation, upon the optimistic 
ground that whatever his condition may be 
it might have been worse. There are per- 
sons undoubtedly so harshly treated in their 
struggle for existence, so wronged by their 
fellows, so unfortunate in their strivings, 
so poor in their surroundings, so hope- 
less in their outlook, that to give 
thanks seems to them like a grim 
satire, but these are the exceptions, and the 
most of us have so much more than we de- 
serve that we cannot be too thankful. Lite, 
health, home, happiness, sunshine, the power 
to enjoy, the multitude of things to be en- 
joyed, the beauty of the world, the compan- 
ionship of friends, and books, and pictures, 
and music are the common property of all, in 
greater or less degree, but are so taken for 
granted that it does not occur to us to be 
thankfui for them. To those who cannot 
easily find the way to Kratitude the way 
should be opened, and those who have more 
than they can be thankful for can open the 
way by adding something from their store to 
the scanty stock of the unfortunate, so that 
there shall be no silent voice in the general 
chorus of thanksgiving. 

From the sentimental side there is much 
that might be said about Thanksgiving, but 
after allitsums itself up in the beauty of 
the dey as atime of reunion. Around many 
boards the-circle will be complete. Others 
will show vacant chairs, but those re- 
maining will only cling the more closely to- 
gether. And yet, who shall say that all the 
circles are not complete, and that those who 
have gone on before do not return to their 
old places, unseen of us, but sharing in our 
happiness and gratitude? The gathering to- 
gether of those long separated, the rest for 
only one day from the cares of the worid, 
the substitution of the quiet, personal in- 
tercourse of old friends for its insatiate 
demands, its suspicions, distrusts, jealousies, 
and prejudices, will better enable us to take 
up the burden tomorrow and go on with it. 
And, as gratitude does not always proceed 
from the fullness of the heart alone, but 
also from the fullness of the stomach, THE

digestion. 


D. A. WELLS OW THE SURPLUS REVENUES. 

Mr. David A. Wells has an alleged plan 
for reducing the revenues ot the Govern- 
ment and wiping out a portion of the excess- 
ive surplus which he thinks should com- 
mend itself to the favor of moderate men on 
both sides of the tariff question. It embraces 
two features: 

First, a reduction of the tax on distilled 


‘spirits from 90 cents to 50 cents a gallon. 


Secondly, a horizontal reduction of 10 per 
cent on all other internal revenue taxes and 
on all customs duties. 

We imagine that Mr. Wells’ idea of “mod- 
eration’’ will excite derisive laughter among 
the tariff prohibitionists; but, this point 
aside, his two propositions are economically 
defensible, and have some speculative inter- 
est. 

The reduction of the tax on distilled spirits 
is urged for the curious reason that it would 
increase the revenues from this source. So 
far as this is true it has no place in a scheme 
for disposing of the surplus. And we are by 
no means convinced that it is true. Mr. 
Wells’ reason for advising it is, that in 1870, 
with a 50-cent tax, the revenue from spirits 
was $55,606,004, whereas in 1879, with a 90- 
cent tax, it was only $52,570,285. In 1880 it 
had ‘increased to $61,185,509. Mr. Wells as- 
serts that the increase of $5,500,000 in eleven 
years is not proportionate to the addition of 
40 cents a galion, or 80 per cent, to the tax, 
and the growth in population in the same 
period of 11,500,000 or 80 per cent. It is true 
that in the last year when the $2 tax was 
tried the revenues fell off enormously, being 
only $18,600,000, or one-half as much as in 
the previous year, and two-fifths as 
much as in the following year. But 
the revenue of 1870, under the 50 
cent tax, was abnormal, and represented 
not only part of the whisky heid over from 
the $2 period to take advantage of the re- 
duction, but also part of that which was 
brought out of bond when the 70-cent tax 
was imposed to save the advance. It should 
be said, too, that Mr. Wells has made no ac- 
count of the vast increase in the consump- 
tion of fermented liquors, the revenue from 
which has more than doubled in the last ten 
years, and which have been substituted for 
alcoholic drinks to a considerable extent. 
Still it must be admitted that the facts are 
put in a very strong light by Mr. Wells’

Mr. Wells estimates that the loss to the 
revenue through the inability of the Govern- 
ment to collect the taxes was $16,000,000 in 
1880; and he believes that a reduction of the 
tax on whisky to 30 cents would increase the 
revenues annuaily in the future by 
$10,000,000. We give these opinions for 
what they are worth. They are valuable in 
and of themselves, but it is difficult to see

The second part of Mr. Wells’ plan ap- 
pears on examination to be no more effective 
than the other.

If there shall be a large majority of high- 
tariff men in the Forty-seventh Congress, as 
Mr. Wells seems to admit there will be, they 
will instantly throw his case out of court. 
Why, indeed, sheffld they “ compromise” 
away the victory which they sincerely be- 
lieve they have gained? They will do noth- 
ing of the kind, and it is so apparent they 
will not that the suggestion is not likely to 
be made to them from any responsible quar- 
ter. 

Mr. Wells’ scheme cannot be said to pos- 
sess the least practical value so far as it is 
intended to get rid of the surplus revenue of 
the Government. By his own confession, 
neither branch of it would be likely to reduce 
the revenues at all, and the 50-cent whisky 
tax might even add $10,000,000 to the annual 
income from this source. 

The intense anxiety of Mr. Wells, as well 
as of the high-tariff prohibitionists, on ac- 
eount of the surplus is likely to be removed 
at no distant day. If he has sufficiently con- 
sidered the demands of the Commissioner of 
Pensions he will have perceived that they 
are nicely calculated to absorb nearly the 
whole surplus. The Commissioner wants 
$100,000,000 to pay arrearages with, and about 
$40,000,000 to meet the regular annual pen- 
sioncharge. The actual surpius for the year 
ending June 30, 1882, will be about $110,- 
000,000, which is not much in excess of the 
demand for arrearages alone. The surplus 
may increase from year to year, but so will 
the charge for pensions and arrearages. 
which the boldest expert now shrinks 
from forecasting in round numbers 
for any period of years. The Arrears 
of Pensions bill is estimated to cost, first and 
last, $700,000,000, With this frightful new 
burden added to the old ones and the promise 
of more—much more—to come, it would seem 
that Mr. Wells and the tariff men of Pennsy!l- 
vania are equally “previous” in casting 
about for means to dispose of a surplus 
already mortgaged for years to come, 
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VANDERBIL?T’S APPEAL TO THE PUBLIC. 

It would be rather remarkable if the prin- 
cipal managers of the railroad interests in 
this country should finally unite in approval 
of Government regulation of railroads. Such 
an event is scarcely to be anticipated, but it 
is becoming more and more evident every day 
that the stockholders in the railroad corpo- 
rations, as well as the general public, would 
be the beneficiaries of a proper system of 
Government supervision. If men tike Van- 
derbilt, Gould, Garrett, Jewett, and others in 
control of rival lines of transportation re- 
fuse to join in the publie demand for Gov- 
ernmental direction of railroad management 
and railroad rates, their refusal is aque main- 
ly to their practice of stock-jobbing, and not 
to any consideration for the value of the 
property they control and the interests of the 
stockholders whom they purport to repre- 
sent. Every once in awhile there is some 
public utterance from one of these railway 
magnates which indicates a conviction that 
uniform management, which can be assured 
only by Government regulation, would be a 
boon to the railroads as well as the people. 
Mr. Vanderbilt has just betrayed such a con- 
viction—inadvertently, it is true, but none 
the less decided on thataccount. He says: 


There is no doubt that the railroad war isa 
very foolish thing, but it is difficult to pick out 
the fools. Perhaps I am one of them—there 
may be otbers. I have studied this railroad 
matter pretty thoroughly. and lam not sure 
that the railroad managers should settie this 
ques uon of differential rates between the differ- 
ent cities on the seaboard. Ot course the ruil- 
roads are vastly interested in the settiement of 
these rates, but what affects us affects the whole 
community. We have done what we could with 
the railroads, and the question is not decided. 
Why should not the commuoity, which has a 
deep interest in it, have a voice in determining 
this problem? If the railroads cannot agree 
upon the fair difference of rates between 
Baitimore and Philadelphia and New York, 
let the business-men and the Boards of Trade 
say what advantages sbould be given and taken. 
The Central and the Erie now are fighting bDit- 
terly for the supremacy of this city. Ought not 
the city, the businuss-men, to take some inter- 
est in the struggle? At any rate, the raiiroads 
cannot prolong the fight forever. They are pay- 
ing heavily for it now. . . I wanta fair and 
an open rate. Ihave no objection to tignting a 
bankrupt road, if you please. Ail l ask is that 
shippers should give a solvent road the prefer- 
ence over a bankrupt road at the same rates. 
Tuat is not too much to ask, and it ought to be 
perfectly fair. One thing at any rate is certain 
—that fair. open rates will be made the basis of 
any agreement that may be made. 


All this is in the nature of a whine. Mr. 
Vanderbilt has probably been harassed by 
his stockholders until he would gladly close 
the railroad war, if it were not for the greater 
future he has outlined for himself by break- 
ing down his rivals. It is not certain that 
the war could not be ended on his own terms. 
But he undertakes to shift the responsibility 
for the cutting of rates and the loss of rev- 
enue from his own shoulders, and pretends 
to think tnat the “community,” the pub- 
lie,“ the business-men”’ ought to settle the 
matter. This is a very big concession for a 
railroad magnate tomake, It isan admission 
that the business-men ana the public have 
some concern and some rightsin the manage- 
ment of railroads and the schedule of charges. 
This view is very different from that which 
Mr. Vanderbilt and the railroad men as a 
class have been accustomed to take. 
Their usual course, when criticised by 
the newspapers or reproved by public 
demonstrations, is to maintain that 
they have been intrusted with the ad- 
ministration of a certain railroad or 
railroads, and that they propose to manage 
the business in their own way without out- 
side interference of any kind. They are in 
the habit of contending that their business 
should be “let alone” just as much as the 
dry-goods business, boot and shoe business, 
or any other pursuit of an individual and 
private character. It is important, there- 
fore, to secure from a man in Vanderbilt’s 
position an acknowledgment that the public 
has some concern in the management of 
railroads, 

But how does Mr. Vanderbilt suppose that 
the business-men or the community should 
proceed in any effort to settle the present 
difficulties? There is no doubt that the busi- 
ness-nen of both New York and Chicago 
would sustain Mr. Vanderbilt in a deter- 
mination to haul freight as cheaply between 
the West and the seaboard as the other roads 
charge, notwithstanding the difference in 
distance from the West to New York, and 
from the West to Philadelphia or Baltimore. 
There is no doubt that the principle for which 
Mr. Vanderbilt is contending is right, for his 
road is level and the advantage of grade 
fully offsets the disadvantage of the longer 
distance. But if the Boards of Trade of 
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contention, followed by new extortion and 
discrimination. ‘There will never be efficient 


public interference nor the harmony of man- 


agement which Mr. Vanderbilt now longs 
for until a system of Government arbitration 
and Government protection shall be adopted 
to compel uniform justice.

GOULD’S HEW TRUNK RAILWAY. 

We printed yesterday the profile of the 
new trunk line from New York City via 
Binghamton, Corning, Buffalo, Cleveland, 
Fort Wayne, and Valparaiso to Chicago, 
using the tracks of the Illinois Central to en- 
ter this city. There has been much mystery 
made concerning the precise route of this 
much talked-of “ New York, Chicago & St. 
Louis Railway,” a new trunk line from the 
West to New York City. 

A glance at the route will show that it is a 
trunk line connecting Jay Gould’s Western 
and Southwestern Wabash system of rail- 
ways with New York City. It is much 
straighter, and to that extent a shorter line 
from New York to Buffalo and from Buffalo 


to Chicago. Ten miles outside of Chicago, | 


at Grand Crossing, the new road will strike 
the tracks of the Lilinois Central, and over 
these tracks it will enter the city and pro- 
ceed along the lake shore to the depot at the 
foot of Lake street. It, of course, may have 
another entrange tothe city ever the Western 
Indiana Road, Thus uniting with the other 
branches of the Jay Gould system. 

This new route is made up in part of parts 
of other roads bought from time to time and 
consolidated. It has ample depot and dock 
facilities at Hoboken, opposit New York. 
From New York it uses the track of the Del- 
aware, Lackawanna & Western Road to 
Binghamton, and from the latter point runs 
nearly parallel with the Erie, and between 
the Erie and the New York Central to Buf- 
falo. From Binghamton to Chicago—a dis- 
tance of 720 miles—the road is graded and 
will be in operation in May. From Buffalo 
to Chicago it will run parallel and at times 
quite close to the Lake Shore and Fort 
Wayne Roads. 

By this connection—this independent trunk 
route—Jay Gould obtains an outlet from the 
West and South west tor the traffic furnished 
by his entire system of railways. Though 
St. Louis figures in the title of the new 
route, the only relation St, Louis will have 
to it will be that at Fort Wayne it will be 
tapped by the Wabash & Pacific. Gould’s 
road will therefore carry all the South west- 
ern traftic and part of the Chicago traffic into 
New York City, and to that extent will be a 
competitor of the Vanderbilt lines. 

The road is built by a construction com- 
pany at a cost of $28,000,000. The construc- 
tioncompany is composed of the same persons 
who compose the railway company. Thecon- 
struction company will sell the road to the 
railroad company, and be paid in bonds. The 
railway company will at once issue stock to 
the amount of $60,000,000, and sell it to the 
public. Assuming that the construction com- 
pany will make a handsome thing on the job, 
it is safe to say that the operators, who are 
the owners of the new route, will clear $70,- 
000,000 by the entire operation, in which less 
than $30,000,000 is actually invested. In due 
time the bonds and the stock will be made 
te-boom, and be sold at an advance that will 
add other millions indefinitly to their profit. 
The public who purchase this stock, and 
who will be taxed on their transportation to 
pay the interest and large dividends to carry 
this stock and all its water, will furnish the 
money to pay Jay Gould and his associates— 
Sage, Dillon, Sloan, and Cummings—the 
enormous profits on this project of building 
a new trunk line. 

Already the projectors are pointing to the 
fact that even with the addition of the $60,- 
000,000 watered stock the new road will not 
be burdened with debt and stock as large as 
are the New York Central and Lake Shore, 
and the Pennsylvania, and Erie Roads, whose 
indebtedness is not only immense, but grow- 
ing daily. 

That this road will find plenty of traffic to 
do, and still leave business to its various 
competing trunk lines is hardly open to 
question. The productions ot the Mississippi 
Valley States and Territories are increas- 
ing with extraordinary rapidity. This 
increase is equal to the capacity of a 
new trunk line every five years. Long be- 
fore this road shall be in operation five years 
the demand, if not necessity, for another 
trunk line will be apparent. If these roads 
were under any authoritative control, such 
as would compel them to be operated in 
the interest of the public, and not as 
mere means of extortion of interest 
and dividends on fictitious stocks and 
values, then the multiplication of trunk 
lines would be more rapid in order to 
furnish the needed transportation for the in- 
creased production and trade of the country. 
The addition of this new line to the trunk 
routes is purely in the interest of New York 
City. It reduces the chances for the Phila- 
delphia and Baltimore routes to compete for 
New York business, and this should have 
the effect of enabling them to assert and 
maintain at least the whole trade for their 
own cities by the adoptiou of rates that for- 
bid com petition. 


Tue Cincinnati Commercial denies the re 
port set on foot by the Enquirer that it and the 
Gazette are about to consolidate or have auy 
thought thereof. It remarks: 

The story of a scheme for the consolidation of 
the Commercial and Gazette is an old one, and not 
true. The Gazette does not have the appearance 
of a flickering and failing concern. It bas a 
healthy appearance, and we do not find it in our 
way. We presume the Guzette has a large field, 
and we know the Commercial has. We know the 
soil and the crops that have been raised on it, 
and the prospect of abundant harvests is very 
good. It is true that the newspaper business in 
Cipcinnati, so far us it is legitimate. has passed 
through a period ot depression; and it is also 
true that the legitimate newspaper business bas 
und a great impulse from the advancement of 
the city, which is gomg forward by leaps and 
bounds, and promises to be greater in the next 
five years than during the twenty years just 


The Gazelle gives publicity to a Cincinnati 
rumor that a new Democratic paper is about be- 
ing started in that city, on account of dissatis- 
faction with the political lukewarmness of the 
old Greenback-Bourbon Enquirer.

Should their attempt to violate the 
law prove as unsuccessful as has that of Holden 
and White, and the State Prison be their abiding 
place for a few years to come, nobody would be 
particularly grieved. 


THe Montreal Witness of the 19th inst. de- 
scribes an invention in telegraphy by which four 
messages are sent On one wire at once. We quote 
from its article: 

The Montreal Telegraph Company have now 
in full operation the instrument by which four 
messages may be transmitted over the same 
wire at the same time, two operators working at 
euch end. Yesterday the quad was tested on 
a No. 9 (small size) wire, and worked sucvessful- 
ly over a distance ot 335 miles. Several well- 
known United States telegraphers were advised 
of the result, and they agreed that it was a mar- 
velous feat on so smallawire. The instruments 
will soon be working in connection with ali the 
leading points, and the result expected by the 
company is that delay will be reduced to a min- 
imum. The difference between the time taken 
by a message on the wire on the old system and 
on the new is extraordinary. The company 
hopes to muke the public service very much bet- 
ter now, as carte blanche bas been given to in- 
troduce any improvement or superior appliances 
into their service. 


A DISPATCH from Geneva, Switzerland, 
says of the vast nine and a half mile tunnel 
under the Alps, connecting Germany and Italy, 
which bas been some years ia boring: 

The first journey in carriages from end to end 
of the St. Gothard Tunnel without interruption 
took place last week, the passengers numbering 
about sixty. They consisted of members of the 
contractors’ and engineers’ staffs and their 
friends. Locomotives have arrived at Gösch- 
enon ready for the opening of the line. It has 
been decided, on grounds of economy, not to 
light the tunnel with the electric light. The 
journey by express train from Basel to Milan 
will occupy eleven bours, from Basei to Flor- 
ence twenty-four hours, and frum Basel to 
Rome tbirty-tbree hours. The Federal Govern- 
ment have directed that the St. Gothard Road 
be kept free from snow until the line is com- 
pleted between Fluelen and Bellinzona—that is, 
throughout the coming winter. A bad part has 
been met with in the Arlberg Tunnel., similar 
to the windy stretch of the St. Gothbard under 
Andermatt. 


Nor long ago considerable excitement was 
created in Philadelphia by the Mayor appointing 
a negro to a position as patrolman on the police 
force.

The Eastern Trunk Lines Must Define 
Their Position Towards the Western 
Trunk Lines Association. 

The Western Trunk Lines Passenger Asso- 
ciation held another meeting yesterday to de- 
cide finally upon measures calculated to force 
the Eastern trunk lihes to comply with the rules 
of the association. and to stop the discrimina- 
tion lately practiced agaiust the association 
ruads by diverting business over lines not in it. 
The meeting was as fully atténded as the one 
of the day before, the same parties being pres- 
ent. 

The same hitch which prevented any decisive 


yesterday morning—namely: the troubles be- 
tween the Kansas City roads regarding the 
recent change in the Kansas City rate-sheet. 
Mr. Chariton, of the Alton, stated that orders 
from bis General Manager prevented him from 
participating in the proceedings of any meeting 
as long as that matter was unsettled, ana, al- 
though he desired greatly the success of the 
Western Trunk Lines Association, de could 
not under his instructions assent to any action 
until the Kansas City matter had been settled. 

The Kansas City roads thereupon again dis- 
cussed this rate-sheet trouble, and as ail the 
lines with the exception of the Hannibal & St. 
Joe favored ‘a restoration of the old rate-sheet, 
thus restoring amicabie relations among the 
various Western roads, Mr. Hooper, of the Han- 
nibal & St. Joe, not being willing to stand in the 
way of harmony and peace, agreed with the 
other roads to a restoration of the old rate- 
sheet on condition that the matter should come 
up ata meeting to be held Dec. 6. Consequent- 
ly a joint dispatch was seat to the Kansas City 
ticket ageuts instructing them to restore at 
once the old rate-sheet and former rates. 

With this difficulty out of the way, there was 
more barmony in the subsequent proceedings of 
the Western Association. After fully discussing 
the situation it was found that something had 
to be done at once to bring the troubles regard- 
ing emigrant business to a definit con- 
clu@n. But it was not deemed advisa- 
ble to adopt any stringent measures 
until it has been positively ascertained what the 
Eastern trunk lines intend to do, and whetber 
the late violations of the rules of the Western 
Assuciation were not caused by accident or mis- 
understanding. Tbe Peansylvania and Boston 
& Albany are complying fully with all the re- 
quirements of the assuciauon without com- 
plaint. The New York Central bas also com- 
plied with the demand of the Western roads, 
and is giving no more trouble to the association. 
except that it discriminates aguinst the associa- 
tion roads by sending business over non-associa- 
tion lines. ‘The Erie and Baltimore & Odo have 
ulso come to terms as far as the, payment of ar- 
rearages to the Westeru lines is concerned, but 
they have failed to base their September reports 
upon the new rates, but upon the old rates, 
thus compelling the association lines to make 
drafts tor September arrearages. The Balti- 
more & Obio claims that it did not make its 
September report on the old basis de- 
signediy, but was compelied to do s0 
because the accounts were entered on 
the company’s books before the ultimatum 
of the Western Association was received, and 
that its subsequent reports would be made 
upon the vew basis. Whether it means to keep 
its word will be demonstrated as soou as the 
October reports are received. The Erie also 
sent in its September report based upon the 
old rates, aud, judgiug by the stand taken by 
this road, it is believed that it did so intenuon- 
ally, and means to do so from moenth to monta 
so as to compel the Western lines to draw arrear 
ages every month, that it may be enabled to 
charge up against each line the exact amount 
paid for such arrearages, and when a good op- 
portunity offers demand the money back. Both 
the Erie and Baltimore & Ohio are known to be 
diverting business to roads notin the associa- 
tion, as is done by the New York Central. 

In order to find out just where these roads 
stand, and what course they mean to pursue 
hereafter, it was resolved that Commissioner 
Dixon should notify Mr. Abbott, of the Erie, that 
all tue lines iu the association will draw upon 
bis road for the amounts of arrearages due on 
the September reports, Dec. 6, and ask him if 
this methodsf compelling the roads in the as- 
sociation to draw balaauces from month to 
mont is in accord with the promises previously 
made by him, it being generally understood he 
accepted the situation without reserve, and that 
all reports from September onward would be 
made on the new basis. Mr. Dixon was also in- 
structed to inform Mr. Abbott to state explicitly 
whether be intends to make his reports ir that 
way after September. 

It was also resolved that Commissioner Dixon 
should inform each one of the Eastern trunk 
lines that the Western Trunk-Lines Passenger 
Association had positive proof that they were 
discriminating in favor of Jines outside the as- 
sociation and against the roads in the associu- 
tion, and unless immediate and positive an- 
swers were made that this  discrimina- 
tion would be discontinued at once, 
ava the basis of division of *emigrant 
business in vogue prior to the breaking out of 
the present — . reéstablished,. the lines 
in the Western Trunk Lines Association would 
take measures to protect themselves effective- 
ly. The meeting then adjourned to meet again 
in this city Dec. 6, by which time it is expected 
the Eastern trunk lines Will dave been heard 
from, and then the Western Association will be 
able to decide whether any further action 
against any of the Eastern trunk lines is neces- 
sary to subdue their refractory spirits.

Concerning the 
report, the Advertiser publishes the following in 
the morning: “If any plan of Gould is about 
to take effect, it is asserted that it does not ap- 
pear on the books of the company. Yesterday 
afternoon the books were closed to aj! transfers 
of stock, as is always done fore an 
annual meeting. Anadvertisement had already 
appeared for this annual meeting, which will be 
held Dec. 6, a week from next Tuesday. On the 
books there is nothing to show that Gould, Field, 
Sage, or Dillon have secured any of the stock. 
An officer of the road said last evening 
that there is nothing to show that the Gould 
company are possessors of the stock, nor have 
any negotiations for a lease been closed. But it 
is impossible to predict what may appear at the 
meeting.

How Lake Michigan Tempers the Cli- 
mate—Cheap Salt.

GRAND Haven, Mich., Nov. 20.—Citizens of 


the country contiguous to your city cannot un- 
derstand the causes of your wonderful growth. 
Now here, from Michigan City to Manistee 
on the north, for over 200 miles, all along the 
west shore of Lake Michigan, I strike 

AN ALMOST TROPICAL COUNTRY. 

From St. Joseph to Grand Haven tigs grow out 
in the open air. The great lake, with its water 
os deep as Mt. Washington is bigh, once warmed 
in the summer tempers the cold winter and 
brings the hight of temper at Grand Haven as 
low as at Richmond, Memphis, or Cairo. I have 
never seen figs growing much north of Mem- 


Joseph to Grand Haven. So, I say. Chicago is won- 
derfully situated. Here are vineyards of grapes, 
and orchards of peaches and plums, and fields of 
sweet potatoes and watermelons. extending for 
200 miles, and all within ten or twenty hours of 
Chicago by cheap water-trausportation. With 
wheat and butter to the north, corn and coal to 
the south, and a 200-mile vineyard to the east of 
you. how can Chicago help being the cheapest 
piace tolive on Barth? 
One virtue about the fruit- belt of Michigar is, 
that it extends north and south 200 miles, from 
Michigan City to Traverse City, and the variation 
in the date of ripening prevents a glut in the 
market. 
ASTONISHING SHIPMENTS OF FRUIT TO CHI- 
CAGO, 
Mr. Charies W. Garfield, Secretary of the 
Michigan Horticultural Society, and a cousin of. 
— Agee — mae — — astonishes me 
wi Statistics rega rult-shipments to 
Chicago. In 1872, Mr. Garfield says, Michigan 
shipped to Chicago by the various ns and 
boats, such as the St. Joseph, Benton bor, 
Muskegon, and ‘Traverse City boats, and the 
Stevensville, Lincoln, Hagar, Riverside, Colo- 
ma,and Watervliet truit-trains, the following 
amount of fruit:

“The Chicagoans didn’t think that they re- 
ceived almost 1,000,000 oushels of fruit from 
West Michigan in ove year, did they?’ said Mr. 
Messmore, the editor of the Grand Hapids Demo- 
erat. Now, this was in 1,72. Since then the 
shipments bave doubled. Chicago actuaily 
handied more than 2,500,000 bushels of Michigan 
fruit last year; and it will handle 1,500,000 this 
year—a bad year.“ 

MICHIGAN SOIL. 

The soil that produces these millions of 
bushels of fruit is mostly com of sand. It 
bas to be manured before it will produce the 
best fruits. A load of black prairie soil, such as 
we find south of Chicago, would manure several 
peach-trees in Michigan. Much of this old pine- 
land can be bought at from 81 to $10 per acre, 
which, when set out in orchards, is worth from 
$100 to $1,000. 

The soil is too rich in Illinois for apples,” 
said a fruit-grower bere today. 

Could you fix the soil so as to raise apples in 
Tilinois?” I asked. 

* Yes, sir—every time,” be said. ~ 

“ How?’”’ 

“ Why, I'd put à load of sand and gravel un- 
der every apple- tree, with a top-dressing of six 
inches of Illinois black soli. Apple- trees set 
out so will bear as well asin Michigan. The I- 
linois soil is too rich for apples. 


GRAPES AND PEACHES AS FAR NORTH AS 
QUEBEC. 
Ore of the finest fruit-farms in Michigan be- 
longs to Judge Kamsdeil, of Traverse City. 
Here, almost as far north as Montreal and Que- 
bec, is a grape, peach, and plum farm of 20 
acres. Judge Namedell raised 4,000 bushels of 
plums this year, and sold them for $16,000. He 
sold thousands of bushels of peaches at 50 cents 
per bushel. 
Today there is a snow-storm all aiong the 
lake-sbore; but the snow falis on apple and 
fruit trees covered with green leaves. in fact. 
up to this time, there has teen no frost along 
the lake, the air being kept warm by the warm 
water in the lake. 
WINTER-TEMPERATURE. 
During the long winter the water will get cold, 
tend the lake will act like a great refrigerator, 
keeping the buds back for two weeks, and pro- 
tecting the trees from the spring-frosts. 
Today I asked Judge Messmore how low the 
temperature would be at Grand Haven and St. 
Joseph when it was do degrees below zero at Mil- 
waukee, just across the lake. 
Thirty degrees of cold at Milwaukee means 
7 degrees at Grand Haven,” said the Judge. 
“In fact,” he said, it is a phenomenal thing to 
see 10 degrees of frost along our fruit- belt.“ 


KEEPING FRUIT. 

They have a way of keeping fruit now in 
Michiran that preserves grapes fresn and hard 
until March. They surround m with ice. 
Grapes held at a temperature of from 5 to 25 
degrees above freezing- point will keep a year. 
Grapes kept in dry sand also retain their fresh- 
ness for months. 

CHEAP SALT. 


Another great source of wealth to Northern 
Michigan as producer, and to Chicago as con- 
sumer, is cheap salt. It is pumped out at Sagi- 
naw ¥ per cent pure. They bave found the same 
salt deposit at Manistee, 100 miles west from 
Saginaw. The Manistee weil, just bored, shows 
the same salt as the Saginaw wells. It is the 
same depth from the surface—about 2,000 feet. 
in fact. there is found to be a substratam of 
salt clear across Northern Michigan, from Lake 
Michigan to Lake Huron. Chicago will always 
distribute the salt at a mere nominal price. lu 
fact, all it costs at Manisteeis the expense of 
boiling out 5 per cent of water. 
BEAUTIFUL DUTCH CHILDREN.

CARRTING KEROSENE. 


The Standard Ou Company Has Just 
Headed Off Another Formidable In- 
surrection Against lites rent Mo- 


mopoly. 


Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WILLIAMSPORT, Pa., Nov. 23.—That giant mo- 
nopoly, the Standard Oil Company, is again at 
work endeavoring to kili of an independent 
pipe line. Ever since the rise of the long to- be- 
remembered South Improvement Company, in 
the early days of petroieum production in Penn- 
syivanuia, individual firms and corporations have 
attempted to buiid pipe lines to convey the ole- 
aginous compound to the seaboard. The only 
line that was ever successfully got into opera- 
tion was that built by Abbott & Hariey, and 
known as the Pennsylvania Transportation Com- 
pany. This was owned and uperated by Abbott & 
Harley for some time, but, through the extrava- 
gunce of Mr. Abbott, it fell inaily tuto the hands 
of his partner, Mr. Harley. About 1877 Heury 
Hariey—who was of the Col. James Fisk style, and 
who boasted of being able to spend $50,000 a year 
for his personal gratitication—became bank- 
rupt, and the pipe lines of the Pennsylvania 
Transportation Company, which gridironed 
every part of the vil-heids, were gobvied up by 
the Standard Company, which had but one or 
two opponents in the transportation of the crude 
petroleum, und these pipe-line owners were of 
most insignificant order. These latter com- 
panies were soon compelled, by the oppressive 
meusures of their powerful rival, to sell out and 
relinquish business. N 

A few years ago, bowever, a number of gen- 
tlemen promivently identified with the produc- 
tion, refining, and murketing of petroleum and 
the manufacture of its products determined tu 
organize and build an independent pipe line. 
They applied to the Pennsyivania Legisiature 
for a cuarter. but encountered the most formi- 
dable opposition upon the part of the agents of 
the Standard Oil Company and the legisiators 
alleged tobe paid by that corporation. Alter a 
bitter struggie. however, the charter was secured. 
The new compauy soon afterwards commenced 
to construct the pipe line, now Known as the 
TidewaterPipe Line, and,afterinnumerable tights 
swith the Standard Oil Company, successfully 
built it from the oil-producing cenires of the 
State to this city. From bere tae rigut of way 
has been secured through Union, Northumber- 


land 

and Delaware Counties, it being the desire of the 
Tidewater Pipe Line Compacy to secure an out- 
let on the Delaware River at or near Chester, an 
enterprising, well-populated ciiy, in Delaware 
County, located directly ou the Delaware River, 
und au important stauou oo the Philadeiph:a, 
Wilmington & Baltimore Raiiroad. about halt 
way between Philadelphia, Pa., and Wilmington,

The Tidewater Fipe Line Company bad neariy 
secure 1 the success of their enterprise—the 
completion of a line to tidewater hear Philadel- 
Phia—when the unscrupulous and oppressive 
1 the Standard Oil Company. comes to 
the front again aud obstructs the oper- 
ations of the new independent line. 
As before stated., the line of the Tidewater 
Company extends at present to this city, from 
whence the petroleum is transferred to tanks 
and then shipped over the Catawissa Division of 
the Philadeipbia & Keading Kalirvad to the Del- 
aware Ketivery and the Chester Oil Company's 
stills at Chester City. A corps of surveyurs was 
sent out by the Tidewater Company a few 
months siace, and privileges to the right of way 
for a continuation of its pipe line were success- 
fully purchased from farmers and others over 
whose lands the pipes were to be laid, from 
Williamsport down to Delaware County, where 
the first barrier was encountered a few days 
ago. At Lawrenceville, where the Tidewater 
Company designed to erect a large tank for 
storing an immense quantity of the crude arti- 
cle, and where a number of tanks of smaller 
capacity to hold retined oil were to be built, it 
was discovered that the ageuts of another com- 
pany had bought up the right of way by paying 
a heavy premium, and thus euchering the Tide- 
water Pipe Compary. It is understood now that 
agents of the independent company, discovering 
the dodge that hud been resorted to by their 
rivaito block their operations, went immedi- 
ately back over the line and secured releases 
from their purchases. 

At first it was not definitly known whom the 
strangers that bad blocked out the Tidewater 
Company's enterprise from Chester represented, 
but itis now positively known that they were 
the regularly authorized representatives of the 
Standard Oil Company. ‘The attachés of the 
former company assert thai this movement by 
the Standard Company, which is considered to 
be simpiy Outrageous, ouly kveps them away 
from the seaboard temporarily, and they will wo 
into court with a suit against the Standard Com- 
pany which they think is founded upon suf- 
ficiently strong grounds to give them a victory 
within a short time. 

An officer of the Tidewater Pipe Company, 
who bas been interviewed upon the subject, 
says: “This is vot the first time the Standard 
bas served usin the same way, and when our 
counsel bus the papers arranged we wiil give 
them a struggie in the courts.“ 

A gentieman heavily iaterested, as an inde- 
pendent, in the production and manufacture of 
petroleum gives his opinion upon the situation 
of the difficulty as follows: 

* Projectors of tidewater lines have had so 
many discouragemeuts that there is reason for 
them to abandon all hope of ever reaching the 
seaboard. Gentlemen interested in the inde- 
pendent pipe line went to Puiiadeiphia in 1878 
and addressed the Maritime Exchange and 
Board of Trade, endeavoring to securé their in- 
dorsement, and they were checkmuted by the 
Standard Oil Company. All legisiation to secure 
a pipe line to the seaboard in Pennsylvania 
bas been defeated by the Standard Oil Company. 
and now the same company crosses them near 
— and prevents a cousummation of their 

ine.

Developments at the Inquest 
on the Downer’s Grove 
Murder Case. 


Beliet that the Molly Maguires of 


Pennsylvania Are in Full 
Biast Again.

The Coroner’s Investigation of the 


Kin yon Murder.

Dow ngerR’s Grove, Du Page Co., III., Nov. 2. 
—There were no new developments in the 
Downer’s Grove murder today, and tho identity 
of the murderer is still shrouded in mystery. 
The details of the burrible deed were given in 
Wednesday's TRIBUNE, and are briefly as fol- 
lows: An oid tarmer named Reynolds Kinyona, 
who resided by himseif in a little cottage on the 
outskirts ot Downer’s Grove, Du Page County, 
was found dead in bis house Tuesday afterooon 
by a man named C. T. Travers, of Fullersburg, 
and nis son. The deceased was discovered by 
the boy, who looked in at the window after 
rapping at the door and receiving no 
unswer. The body was lying on the floor, half 
way between the stvve and the bed, 
and the bead bore a gash, apparently inflicted 
by au ugly-looking, blood-covered ax, which was 
lying on the floor near by. It was apparent from 
surrounding circumstances that there had been 


bu struggle, and it is believed the horrible act 
was Committed either Saturday or Sunday. The 
murdered man was 75 years of age, one of the 
oldest settiers in Dowuer's Grove, aud highly 
respected. He leaves two daughters iu Wiscon- 
gin, two sons in Colorado, one son in Plano, III. 
aud a murried daughter in Downer's Grove. He 
uus been leading a sort of hermit’s life fur some 
‘time, and was believed by some to be a little 
“om.” The story that be had money in the 
house is deniea by bis friends. 

Curvner Cotton, of Du Page County, was sum- 
moncd to the grove Tuesday morning, and this 
morumg be impuneied a jury, aud went out to 
the deceased's house tu view the remains. The 
jury is as follows: J. M. Barr. ER. Root, Dr. J. 
A. Huggard, B. A. Foote, M. 8. Brookins, and C. 
Plummer. It is a very intelligent body of men. 
but will scarcely be abie to solve the mystery 
with the meagre evidence at bund. 

THE INQUEST WAS BEGUN 
at 1 p. m. in the Town-Hall of Downer’s Grove, 
and tbe ball was crowded to suffocation by the 
cifizens, wuo are greatly excited ut what had 
taken piace. 

Aue tirst witness called was C. J. Travers, a 
farmer and gardener residing near Brush Hill. 
He testitied as to bis residence in the vicinity, 
and said that be had lived at the corner of State 
and ‘Taylor streets, in Chicago previous to bis 
removal! to his present abode. Last Monday he 
came from town about 1 p. m. and drove to Kin- 
vous bouse, dome several errands on the way 
and arriving there between 3 and 4 o'clock. Ar- 
riving there De saw che tront-dvor ajur, and seat 
bis boy Reuben, who was with bim, to cal) Mr. 
Kinyoo. His rups at the dooi were not answered, 
and be went around and looked in 
the window. He exclaimed: “Pa, de 
has been wurdered. It is ail blood on 
the floor. He then sent the boy for Mr. Timpke. 
a neighbor, and Wwheu be arrived the three went 
into the house, and found the body the same as 
the jury bad found it. Witness further swore 
that be was at bome Saturday and Sunday, and 
had received some directions trom Mrs. Hoist, 
the deceased's daughter, to Mr. Kinyon, but had 
never carried any ietters between them. Mrs. 
Holst bad toid bim sbe wished he would purcaase 
Kinyon’s potatoes and wheat, and be had told 
ber oe would call there Sunday or Monday. Sue 
spoke to bim again on Monday, and theu be had 
gone out. in ausver to questions, witness 6aid 
Mrs. Hast had not said why she was afraid Kin- 
you would be murdered. Since the body und 
been discovered he bad seen Mrs. Hoist and told 
her what had buppeded. Sue seemed very 
much excited. Afterwards be bad told ber 
busband of it. He appeared natural, and said 
be supposed the old man bad falieninatit. The 
witness told a very straight story, and did nut 
appear confused at the questions asked him. 

Reuben Travers, the 15-year-old son of the 

preceding witness and the one who first saw the 
dead body, was next called. He testified that 
bis father was at bome Saturday and Sunday, 
and fully corroborated his story as to the dis- 
«covery of the body. He bad never carried a 
note from Mrs. Holst to Mr. Kinyon, and nad 
never seen the latter until the afternoon in 
question, when be found bim dead. Mrs. Holst 
bad told him that a biacksmith who lived near 
the deceased hud been cutting poles on his tarm 
lust Wednesday, and nad quarreled with the de- 
ceased. The witness was a bright little fellow, 
aud told a straighttorward story. 

Johu Stebben was the next witness called. He 
testified substantially as follows: Helived about 
a mile west of Fuliersburg, on a farm, and em- 
ployed a mau named Samuel Grannis, who re- 
sided with him. Grannis was home Saturday 
when he returned to the farm in the evening, 
but went out some time Sunday morning und re- 
turned about 5 p.m. He bad not acted strange- 
ly, was quite sociabie, and did bis evening chores 
us usual. Monday morning Grannis suid to him: 
“I WONDER WHAT THE PEOPLE WILL DO 

WITH KINYON, 

Guess be cut his throat. I looked in at the win- 
dow and suw him lying on the Hoor.“ Witness 
asked bim if he was sure it was Kinyon, and he 
suid it looked like bis gray coat. He suid the 
tioor was covered with bivod, and he had seen 
the horrible sight Suuday afternoun. When 
witness asked bim if he thought the man was 
dead at the time, he said he did not know. Wit- 
ness said be had said nothing about the discov- 
ery until yesterday morning. Grannis bad been 
with bim ever since and bad said nothing more 
about if. ite was a steady man, and he paid him 
$12 per month. His revelation sounded strange 
to witness, vut then be knew his queer ways. 
Stebben was not very clear in bis testimony, and 
sturinvied and stuttered painfully while ou the 
stand. 

The man Samuel Grannis was next called. He 
appears like a balf-witted person, and it wouid 
not appear by his manner or actions that he did 
the bloody deed. He testified as to the time he 
bad worked for Stebben. and gave bis past 
record, which was apparently a creditable one. 
He was home last Friday and Saturday, but went 
out Sunday to a Mr. Pease’s, and from there 
vcross to Kinyon'’s. Kinyon was bis uucie. and 
be bad not seen bim for a mouth or so. He 
sometimes called in and chatted with bim. When 
he went there Sunday he rapped at the door, 
and, receiving no answer, went to the window 
and looked in. He saw decenused lying on the 
floor, at least be believed it was him from the 
cout. At the time be thought the door wus 
locked, aitbough he didn't try it, and he thought 
it strange to see tue Old man in such a position. 
He first spoke of what he saw to Mr. Stebben 
Monday morning, and thought probably the 
neighbors knew of it at the time, bus he was afraid 
to tell oe it that night. He knew Kinyon was 
living alone, but never heard he bad any money, 
and never bad heard of bis having any trouble. 
when be saw him dead. When de saw the de- 
ceased be was lying on bis left side with bis arins 
under his body and his legs straightened out 
rigidly. He had seen no cut on his bead, and. as 
the body was iying near the stove, be thought 
be bad falien against that, or possibly sume one 
bud murdered bim with a club or with tha axe 
he ulways kept in the house, but he did not see 
uny Weapon about.

The Molly Maguires Again in Full or- 
ganization. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

SUNBURY, Pa., Nov. 23.—For some time past so 
much lawiesness bas prevailed in many sections 
of the coal regious of Pennsylvania that grave 
apprehensions have been created among the 
law-abiding citizens and authorities, it being 
generally believed that the lawless scenes are 
but the beginning of Molly Maguireism. North- 
umberiand County, of which this place is the 
shire-town, was, several years ago, the centra! 
point of great and terrible Moily Maguire dis- 
orders, and at this time there are languishing 
in the county prison here a number of 
crimivais whose crimes were committed 
in these coal-flelds during the memora- 
bie period when Molly Maguireism was 
rampant. Pat Hester, the redoubtable and red- 
handed “ King of the Molly Maguires,”” who was 
banged at Bloomsburg, Columbia County, a 
sbort distance above Sunbury, a few years since 
for complicity in the brutal assasination of 
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Branch of the Northern Centrai Rail- 
was familiarly known as the dark and 
bloody ground.” 
During the notorious régime of Pat Hester and 
his banded 


blunderers and outlaws of all descrip- 
tions, Centralia, Mt. Carmel, Locustdale, 
Shamokin, and other places, shelwred 
beneath the frowning Broad Mountain, wit- 
nessed many a fearful and bioody tragedy. The 
executed members of the organization, whose 
rendezvous was in Northumberland County, 
stated frequently — the expiation of their 
crimes upon the galléws that they left a num- 
ber ot firm friends behind them whose sworn 
duty wastoavenge their deaths. At the time 
these statements were wade it was thought the 
threatened revenge was born of ad 
agination, or was merely idle boast. 


As bas been previousiy mentioned in a special | 


dispatcn to THe TRIBUNE, it has been discovered 
by the detectives of the Coal and tron Police 
that the Mollie Maguire organization has again 
come into actual existence, and a number of 
divisions of the order hold secret but regular 
meetings in the coal-fields. Your correspondent 
bas just walked through a pordon ot Northum- 
berland and Luzerne Counties, and, while not 
acting in the capacity of a detective. but simply.

country of Pennsylvania, and were there any 
difference upon the question of wages prevail- 
ing between the colliery masters and miners 
and laborers, there would in all proba- 
bility be the same fearful and sanguinary scencs 
repeated that have reudere the anthracite coal- 

roducing districts of the Keystone Stute nota- 

ie in the criminal annals of America. It is 
during the time when the labor element and the 
operators are divided upon the settlement of a 
schedule of rates of compensation for exbuming 
the dusky diamonds, that the Molly Maguires 
inaugurate their business of murder, arsou, and 
robbery. Fortunately, the state of the coal 
trade has been such for the past few seasons 
that there have deen no troubles between 
operators and operatives about wages, and, con- 
sequently. the newiy- formed body of law- 
breakers have not beeu afforded an opportunity 
to carry on organized and systematized out- 
lawry.

Laurence, Merkie & Co. The night riders and 
wouid-be ussustus escaped, but the coal and 
iron poiice ure seurching for them and they 
may. possibiy, be captured. 

The following morning (Saturday) a number 
of men, who are known to be Molly 
Maguires who had i heid a mInecting 
op Friday night near Lykens, entered WIII- 
iamstouwn, and, alter stealing two pickaxes 
from the blacksmitu-shop of John Messersmith. 
broke into the country store of Durbin & Co. 
Upon gaining an entrance, the Mollies drilled a 
bole into the door ef alarge Buffalo safe, and, 
when an oritice sufficiently larwe nad been made. 
powder was inserted and the door blown entire- 
iy off. In order to guard against detection from 
the noise of the explosion, a larwe number of 
roils of muslia and other goods were piled 
around the sufe. Some of the goods had caught 
fire, Dut the flames were extinguished by tne 
buigiars. Between $14,000 and $15.00) was se- 
cured by the safe-biowers. The Mollies made 
wood their escupe across the Blue Mouotains. 

The third lawless act was the robbery ot the 
residence of William Weidenbaimer, at North- 
umberland, just across the Susquehbaona 
Kiver from dere, which occurred Sun 
day woraing at an early bour; $7,575 was taken. 
A German farmer usmed Gotswald, who at- 
tempted to stop the tleeing Molltes. was fired 
upon by them, and fatuily wounded. There

The rufliaus composing the Molly Maguire 
brotherhood of Sehuylkill County are very 
greatiy excited just now relative to the coming 
trial of Robert Bennie, a notorious member of 
their order. ‘The trial will occur some 
time this week at Pottsville, the Novem- 
ber term of the Schuylkill County Court 
now being in session. Bennie killed Thomas 
Brennan at Lotustdale on the evening of the 4th 
of July last. Bennie fired a shot from a revolver 
with the intention of hitting John Tennan, au- 
other Molly, with whom he had had a difticulty, 
and shot Brenuan dead, who was standing oear 
the mau the shot was intended for. Brennan 
died a short time after the shooting. The case 
wus.continued at the last term of court on the 
application of defendant. 

‘he Molly Maguire friends of Bennie assert 
that, as Brennan was accidentally shot, Bennie 
should be discharged, and go so far as to ibreat- 
en that it be (Bennie) is convicted aud sentence 
to u term of imprisonment the names of t 
Judge, Prosecuting Attorney, jury, and of all 
others iu any way concerned will be placed upon 
the deutb list of their organization. When it 
is understood that any person whose name is 
placed upon the deatb-roil of the Moily Maguire 
organization meets witb a swift, brutal, and 
mysterious death, the significance vf the above 
threat will at once become apparent.

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OLD DOMINION POLITICS. 


A Talk with Senator Mahone—The Re- 
adjuster Victory—-Why the Majority 
Was Not Larger—The Election of a 
United States Senator—Riddieberger 
the Coming Man-—The Adjustment of 
the Debt. 

New Lokk. Nov. 21.-—Senator William Mahone, 
of Virginia, accompanied by Capt. H. H. Riddle- 
berger, A. B. Mahone, and V. D. Grove, came to 
this city on Saturday evening and are stayliag at 
the Gilsey House. They will remain in town 
only a supert time, Senator Mahone having come 
here on private business. A reporter of the 
Tribune saw Gen. Mahone at a late hour on Sat- 
urday night and conversed with him relative to 
political affairs in Virginia and the causes which 
brought about the Readjuster victory there. 

Tue victory of the Readjusters in Virginia is 
a clear and decided one,” said Gen. Mahone. 
*Our majority will be in the vicinity of 12,000 on 
the State ticket. The exact majority will not be 
known until the canvass is completed and the 
official result made known on the 28th of this 
month. We would bave made a much larger 
majority in the State but for certain reasons, 
which Iwill explain. The registered white vote 
of the State is about 180.000, and of this 140,000 
votes were, polled. At least one-half of this 
would have been polled for the Readjuster 
candidates if there had been unanimity on the 
part of the Republicans, and they bad turned 
out in force on clecuon day. Had President 
Garfleld not been shot, there is no doubt that 
the Readjuster ticket would have received the 
almost undivided support of the Republican 
party in Virginia. But during his illness there 
were those who asserted that he favored a 
struight Republican ticket, and after bis death 
the same thing was said oft President Arthur. 
This was done by men who would prefer that 
the Virginia Bourbous should remain in power 
if they were not beaten by the faction to which 
they velonged.

SEWAGE-FARMING. «~ 


The Success of the Experimental Farm 
at Beddingtoa, England. 
Boston Journal of Chemistry. 

How to get rid of the sewage of large cities 
and towns is beginning to be a serious problem 
in this country, as it has long been in Europe. 
The direct application of the sewage to the soil 
as a fertilizer is, ou the face of it, the simplest 
method, wherever sullicient land is available tor 
the purpose; but there has been a strong popu- 
lar feeling against this method from fear that 
the diffusica of sewage over extensive areas 
will give rise to emanations of the same noxious 
character as those produced in sewers, and es- 
pecially to the propagation of zymotic 
diseases; or tbat, at the least, a nut- 
sance. will be crented iead’ing to the 
deterioration in value of adjoining property. 
Another objection which bas been urged is 
thut the health of animais pastured on sewage- 
farms must suffer in some way, and their tiesh 
and milk be therefore rendered more or less un- 
wholesome. That this objection has any solid 
foundation whatever bas yet to be proved; and, 
though it may be conceded, as a mere possibil- 
ity, that the ova of tente might be found on the 
fodder of a sewage- farm. and thus be swallowed 
by the cattie, it is absurd to suppose that crude 
organic matter can be taken up unchanged into 
the vegetabie tissues. Last, there is the appre- 
bension that the soil may be incapabie of vet 
ting rid of such a volume of fluid as is employed 
in irrigation, and may be converted into a fetid 
swamp. All these objections are completely re- 
futed by the experieuce of the local Board of 
Health of Croydon, Eugland, extending over 
twenty years, whose sewage-furm at Bedding- 
ton is thus described: 

Landen Medical Times and Gase ta. 

The total area of the farm is 540 acres, but of 
these only 450 are reguiuriy irrigated. On these 
ie puured daily the sewage of about 64,000 per- 
sons, averaging in dry weather 2.00 0 galiuna, 
but rising, when the rainfail is added, tu some- 
tin.es twice that volume, with no further treat- 
ment than a coarse Straining tv sepurate sticks, 
rags, puper, and such solid masses. The seu ure 
is conveyed to every part of the estate by a sys- 
tem of channels and feéders, and turned on to 
each tieidin order for twelve or twenty-four 
hours ata time. The smuliest trenches are 
daumwmed at intervals by bourds, to distribute the 
low over the land. After having been thus 
filtered through one field, it is conducted in like 
manner to a second orathird before itis al- 
lowed to pass into the Kiver Wandie. 

The effluent water is clear, and devoid of taste 
and smeil, and numbers of young tish may 
seen in the conduit by which it leaves the farm. 
Even in parts actually oubmerged to the depth 
of an inch or more, no odor is perceptibie; nove 
anywhere, iu fact, save in the neighbourhood of 
an uncleansed ditch, and there not to be com- 
pared with the stench arising from the turuing 
over of an ordinary dungpbill. 

In short, it may be now taken as proved that 
sewage in a State of minute subdivision and of 
intimate contact with fresh earth does not un- 
dergo the septic changes to which it is prune in 
mass. On this depends the sanitary success of 
the earth cioset; but the sewage farm presents 
this advantage: that while the growing vegeta- 
tion, constantly removing Organic matter from 
the land, keeps it from becoming surcbarged 
therewith, it at the same time avoids that pro- 
lunged, and therefore complete and destructive, 
oxidation of the organic matter which detracts 
so much from the fertilizing power of the eurth 
rot the closet. 

The principal crop, as on all sewage farms, is 
Italian rye-grass, a plant whose powers of ab- 
sorpuon are enormous. On common pastures it 
yieids two crops in a season; bere it is cut seven 
times, euch crop averaging fifty to sixty tons, 
and worth £5to £6 peracre. It is mostiy used 
as green fodder, but there is no reason why it 
should not be made into hay, which would finda 
ready sale. Mangel-Wurzel is also largely grown. 
‘These crops are specially suited for sewage cult- 
ure, but nove need be excluded, and good 
nelds of wheat may now be seen on land which 
has not been irrigated since the corn was sown. 
The cattic kept oa the farm are fattened for the 
butcher solely on its produve at the rate of four 
bead per acre, ordinary pasture supporting not 
more than oue. 

The question of the influence of sewage farms 
on the health of the surrounding population bas 
also been conclusively settled by the farm under 
consideratiou. The population of the adjacent 
Town ot Croydon has risen in the past decade 
from 55,000 to 77.000, and the birth-rate, which 
always entails « proportivoate mortality, is un- 
usually bigh; yet the death-rate of Croydon bus 
steadily decreased, uati! for several yeurs it has 
not exceeded sixteen per 1,000—that of London 
being twenty-two. In Beddington it is only 
fourteen in a population of 5,000, many of whom 
unwittingly drink the effluent water, as is shown 
by the rise in the nearest wells which follows 
each irrigation. In the very midst of the farm 
stands the orphan asylum,and visitors bear 
witness to the bealthy appearance of the giris, 
165 in number. About one death has occurred 
yearly from pbthisis or tubercular disease: 
there has not been a fatal cuse of any zywotic 
disease. 

All opposition in the neighborhood has been 
disarmed by experience, and the value of prop- 
erty in Beddington has doubled in the last ten 

fears, the proximity of the sewage farm not 

aving deterred the wealthy citizens of London 
from erecting their vilias around.

CETYWAYO VISITED. 


Fallen Monarch Heart-Broken— 
His Desire to Return Home. 
Pall Mali Gazette. 

Tne special correspondent of the Morning Post 
at Cape Town, writing on Sept. 27, sends a long 
account of an interview he had a few days bo- 
fore that date with Cetywayo. The lex-King 
had “an anxious and troubled look.“ and the 
interpreter said he was “fretting a good deal 
and was subject to long fits of depression.“ The 
correspondent described to him a visit he had 
recently paid to Zululand, and how some of the 
Indunas and chief men had expressed such 
earnest wishes to have their King back. “lam 
sure, said he, “that it is the wish of the late 
Zulu nation that | should return; it is only 
those who are frigbtened and beld in check by 
John Dunn that oppose my restoration.” “I 
con versed,“ I said, at the Inslazatve with 
Magojana, one of the cnicfs who were present, 
and he is greatly anxious for your return, as are 
also, he tells me, Liwungasa, Faku, Somkeli. 
Miandela, Sekehwayo, Mjitshwa, and Ntsbing- 
wayo.” Les, yes. he replied, ** they wish me 
back, and so do the Zulu people. All 1 love isin 
Zululand; my beart is there, where hes my 
fatber's grave. lam heartsick and weary with 
waiting. When will England be just and let me 
return? Do youtbink toat because | am a black 
man I cannot feel or suffer the less by this long, 
jong, and weary captivity? England bas givea 
the ‘Transvaal back to the Boers, Basutoland to 
the Kasutus, Secocni is restored to bis peuple, 
and allaretree but I. Howisitso? What have 
1 done tat | should be so treated? When I 
fought against you it was to defend my country.

A reporter of Inn Tripune yesterday met 
Mr. Charles F. Burgman, the delegate from the 
San Francisco Associated Trades Unions to the 
recent International Trades Union Labor Con- 
gress at Pittsburg. Mr. Burgman is President 
of the San Francisco Tailors’ Union, and pre- 
sented in that congress a resolution which was 
adopted, as follows: 

WHEREAS, The experience of the last thirty 
years iu California and on the Pacific Coast hav- 
ing proved 3 that the presence of the 
Chinese and their competition with free white 
labor is one of the greatest evils with which any 
country can be afflicted: therefore be it 

_hesolved, Tuat we use our best efforts to get 
rid of this monstrous evil, which threatens, un- 
less checked, to extend to other parts of the 
Union, by the dissemination of iotermuation re- 
specting its true nature and character, and by 
urging upon our representatives in the United 
States Congress the absolute necessity of pass- 
ing laws entirely „r the immigration of 
Chinese into tne United States. 

la reply to reportorial inquiries as to the Chi- 
nese question in San Francisco and the feeling 
of white laborers and mechanics in regard to 
the Mongul influx, Mr. Burgman gave his views 
as follows: 


“THE CHINESE QUESTION IS THE GREAT 
PROBLEM OF THE TIME 

for us to face on the Pacific Coast, and there is 
only too much reason to believe that before 
many years dave passed, unless Government 
absolutely prohibits the importation of the 
Chinese, they will spread themselves over the 
whole country. A Chinaman, whose stapie food 
is rice, can live on 10 centaa day, and no white 
workingman, especially if be bus a family, can 
live for less than a dollar a day. It is pretty 
poor living at that price in San Francisco, and, 
asthe Chinese are entering into competition 
with us in almost every branch of industry, we 
are being crowded out of all. These people 
live in a manner that no White man 
could possibly exist in. What is known 
as Chinatown covers six biocks in 
the heart of San Francisco, and in this circum- 
scribed place from forty to Wifty thousand of 
them are packed like herrings in a barrel. The 
houses there were built for residences years ago, 
and average two or three stories in hight. 
Where the Chinaman once gets is no white man 
can ever live. The way they do it is to divide 
up a room with boards so that two or three rows 
of them will sleep, one above another, and thus 
sometimes a hundred will be packed in a room. 
The State Senatorial Committee in 1575 found 
that Chinatown was the most fiithy and abom- 
inable place on the face of the earth, and so re- 
ported to the Legislature. It is impossi- 
bie to imagine the filth and degradation 
in which these people live without visiting 
their haunts, and few white men can stand it 
long enough to make a thorough investigation. 
Fires often break out in Chinatown, and itisa 
standing wonder why they do not sweep the 
city. The Fire Marsball told the committee that 
he believed the Chinese houses were so satu- 
rated with filth that they would not bura.”’ 

Are the Chinese very unhealthy or subject to 
epidemics? "’ 

“Not R so. They seem to get inured 
to Hvingin filth and squalor and amidst the 
most horrible stenches, for they know nothing 
whatever of ventilation. I believe that it is 
only the daily breeze from the Golden Gate which 
prevents them from dying off. We object to 
the Chinese because 

THEY WORK TOO CHEAP— 

at prices with which no white laborer can com- 
pete. Men must live, and in this country are 
entitied, if they work, to the ordinary decenvies 
and comforts of civilization, and we will not 
lower ourseives to the level of these people. 
The Chinese are all adult males, and none of 
them have either wives or fawilies to support. 
There are only about 400 Chinese women in San 
Francisco, and those ail imported for the pur- 
pose of prostitution. We complain that they 
are seducing and ruinipg eur youth, and med- 
ical testimony given before the Senate Com- 
mittee by leading physicians of our city shows 
that hundreds of buys from 8 to 15 years old 
have contracted loathsome diseases in 
Chinatown. These women are far worse 
than white or even negro women of the same 
class, for many of those would not allow chil- 
dren iutheir houses. Nine out of ten ot the 
Chinese are criminals, the offscourings of the 
seaports, for no up-country Chinamen come 
bere. These men are brought ove: by the com- 
panies or guilds,to whom they are practically 
bound slaves. They give bonds to the company 
to pay them for their passage and interest on 
the money, and the Pucine Mall Steamship Com- 
pany will not take one back to China unless ne 
can show a certificate that be hus valid the debt. 
They can get bere for 8) a piece, so there is no 
limit to their coming except prohbibitory legisia- 
ti se 


“You say they are nearly all criminais; do 
you have 
MUCH TROUBLE IN GOVERNING THEM?” 
The Chinese outnumber ali other nationali- 
ties in the California State Prison at San Quen- 
tin, there being 198 of them there in 1878. They 
have their own secret tribunals,and when a 
Chinaman is charged with an offense in aay of 
our courts these tribunals furnish witnesses 
either to convict or acquit him as they may de- 
sire. It they want bim out of the way, the oth- 
ers swear dead against him, and down he goes. 
Our police compiain oftap that they cannot tell 
whether they have the right man or not. The 
otfenses committed by them are mostly ateal- 
ing, cutting, shooting, and gambling. The 
Chinese contribute scarcely anytbing to 
the support ot tne State Government. 
‘The Assessor of San Francisco states that the 
assessed vaiue of ail real and personal property 
assessed to the Chinese in the State was only 
$1,500,000. The total assessed value of the State 
is about $600,000.00), The population of Califor- 
nia was then (1878) about 750,000, the Cuinese 
forming one-sixth of the whole. So you see 
one-sixth of the popuiation pays only one-four 
hundredths part of the State revenue. Their 
whole tax, if it were collected, would only be 
$9,600, the State tax being 64 cents on #100 
assessed valuation, and it costs $20,000 per an- 
num to keep the Chinese prisoners in Sau Quen- 
tin. 
“WHAT BRANCHES OF LABOR 
do the Chinese mostly affect?’ 
“I was oue of acctamittee appointed to col- 
lect statistics of Chinese labor, but we could 
ouly cover the large factories, and did not get 
anything like ail of them. ‘Twenty-five clothing 
Arms in San Francisco empley 6,010 Chi- 
nese, and other clothing and un- 
derwear factories about 1,50u more. 
There are only 1,000 whites in that business, all 
in the better class of trade. The Chinese get 
about $28 per month and the whites $15 per 
week. In 1876 tailors’ wages were $25 per week. 
In 1870 white boot and shoe makers had plenty 
of work at $25 per week. The Chinese went 
into that business in that year, and, to take one 
branch as au example, the wages for bottoming 
ladies first-class shoes, then sls per dozen, bad 
been reduced to $6 in 1879. There are now 5.70 
Chinese and 1,100 white shoemakers. Two large 
factories under the contro! of Chinese entirely 
have just been opened, and will empioy 500 men 
each. The number of Chinese employers is in- 
creasing rapidiy in every branch of industry. 
Tnere are 510 Chinese laundries, employing on 
an average fifteen men in cach, and 415 Chinese 
employed in laundries run by white wen, mak- 
ing 4,265 in all. There are 8.15 Chinese cigar- 
makers and only 214 whites, including some 
bosses. From 16,000,000 to 2,000,000 cigars are 
made every month by Chinese and scattered all 
over the land. A New York firm sbips tobacco 
to San Francisco and gets back cigars which are 
sold as New York product.” 
“THE CHINESE MUST BE INDUSTIOUS, AT 
LEAST,” 
“Ob yes, they will work og aoe you please. 
Now here is auother thing. The San Francisco 
Mission Woolen Mills, which bas a contract with 
the United States to supply cioth for soldiers’ 
uniforms, employs 300 Chinese and only a very 
few whites. There are öh Chinese fruit and 
vegetable peddiers, 75 expressmen, and 2 slip- 
makers. The manufacture of slippers and 
8, the pork trade, and the drying of fish 
for export to China, are all controlled by the 
Ubninese, and nove but Chinese employed in 
these branches. They ure also evgaged in mak- 
ing wiliowware, barreis, brusbes, tinware, sashes 
and biinds, bagging, painting. carpentering, 
making barness, and whips. and in smelting 
works, lumber and pianing mis, chem- 
ical works, powder factories, etc. They 
work as miners, fishermen. .firemen (ono 
the steamers in the bay) sailofs, locksmiths.

“The large number of Chizese in each trade 
must interfere with your trade-unions and 
strikes?“ : 

705. there is no chance to strike for anything. 
All you can do is fo leave the coust and leave 
the Chinainen ia possession. We shall be over- 
whelmed by them; the same as Australia, Cuba. 
the Philippines, and tho Sandwich Islanus. The 
wall of Chinese exclusiveness once broken down 
there is no telling how many of them may come. 
Those ulready here are only a drop in the bucket 
to the bundreds of millions in China, and we on 
the Pacitic coast aro in danger of being com- 

letely swamped by them. The preseut increase 

y immigration is at the rate * . evob year— 
there is no natural increase. Every Chinaman is 
subjected to a sirict inspection before he sails. 
and every man is able to work and to 
carry arms. They bave more men capable of 
bearing arms in California thuu we have. The 
Chinese Government are buying ironclads in 
Europe, and drilling soldiers by thousands under 
ékilied European ollicers, and 1 tell you that 
THEY HAVE BECOME DANGBIROUS, 


You may smile at the idea of China landing 
troops iu California, but it is no Impossibility, 
and they have already an army of men there. 
When during the inbor troubles there were 
meetings held and a lot of fellows talked about 
burning down Chinatown and rooting out the 
Chinese, | told them not to talk nonsense, for 
that tne Chinese were our superiors in number, 
and could tight in the streets as well as we 
ould,” 

. Mr. Burgman went on to comment on the 80 
cial and religious points involved in the Cuinese 
question. He said that the immigrants were 
entirely controlled by the Six Companies, who 
never lost sight of them wherever they went. 
The Chinese in Chicago or New York formed no 
criterion by which to Judge of the bordes which 
infested the Pacific coast. He had been areund 
in Chicago and had seen them buying fresh 


meat and groceries, and was inclined to consider 
them asa superior race to the San Francisco 
crowd. The Chinese adopted neither the re- 


ligion, laws, nor institutions of this country. it 
bad been claimed that they could be Christian- 
ized, but the Rev. Otis Gibson, Missionary among 
them, bad only succeeded, in baptizing thirty- 
six in nine years, and the Kev. Mr. 
Loomis, a Presbyterian, claimed only eighty 
converts after seventeen years Of labor. There 
were hundreds of Chinese Who went to church, 
but they only did this for business reasons. 
They could not be brought into Sympathy with 
American inagitutions. Any adinixture of the 
races was out of the quescion, for the Caucas- 
sian and the Mongol could nevermix. He bad 
hoped that if the Chinese could be set freé from 
the domination of the Six Companies and 
brought under the intiluence of American in- 
stitutions something migbt be done with them, 
but he bad given up the idea, and believed that 
they would have to be suppressed. in reply 
to a question he said that the Workingmeu's 
party was dead. Keurney and one of bis lieu- 
tenauts bad been given .ollicial positions, and 
the oratorical dravman was building himself a 
tine house in one of the suburbs. The Tenth 
Ward Club, which was one of the Strongest, bad 
disbanded, and the Socialist Labor party was 
almost broken up, too. Mr. Burgman will re- 
inain some days in Chicago, and will probably 
discuss the Chinese question before some work- 
ing men's meetings.

FIGHTING FOR POLES. 


THE MUTUAL UNION STILL TRYING TO COME IN 
ABOVE GROUND. ö 

At the meeting of the City Council Monday 
evening the Committe on Streets and Alleys 
(South Division) submitted a report recommend- 
ing the passage of an ordinance allowing the 
Mutual Onion Telegraph Company to put up its 
lines on poles within the city limits. The report 
was signed by Ald. W. W. Watkins, O. P. Pheips, 
Edward P. Burke, and James S. Appleton, the en- 
tire committee, except Arthur Dixon. There 
was no minority report that is found of record. 
The ordinance provides as foliows: 

“That the Mutual Union Telegraph Company 
be and hereby is authorized to erect its poles 
and string and maintain its wires and electric 
conductors in, aloug, and across the streets and 
alleys in the City of Chicago. 

“The Commi er of Public Works shall, 
upon application Made to him by the said com- 
pany for a route or routes, immediately desig- 
nate such streets and alleys for the erection of 
said poles as will in bie judgment cause the 
least inconvenience to the pubiic and will be 
practicable for purposes of construction, and he 
shail at the same time issue to the said company 
a permit authorizing the setting of said poles. 

“The poles and wires erected under the 
authority bereby granted shall be removed 
from the streets and alieys whenever, under 
existing ordipances or any ordinances bere- 
after enacted, all poles heretofore erected are 
removed. 

“The said company shall file with the City 
Clerk a bond in the penal sum of $25,000, condi- 
tional to save the city harmiess from any and 
all damages resulting from the permission bere- 
by granted.” 

The average Alderman may not be able to see 
it, but this ordinance is exceedingly liberal and 
without any safeguards wbatsvever for the city. 
If it is passed, the underground telegraph 
wire ordinance will be a dead letter, for, while 
this does not repeal it in so many words, it 
renders it nugatory. There is no stipulation in 
the present ordinance that the Mutual Union 
shall ever be compelled to lay an underground 
cabie. It simply authorizes another pole line 
witbout limit as to wires, and there is no appar- 
ent intention ever to enforce the underground 
cable ordinance. These are tacts gathered 
from the friends of this new measure. 

The Mayor stated in regard to the ordinance that 
he was opposed to having a pole line erected by 
the company. He might favora temporary pole 
line, providing the company contracted to lay a 
cable in a brick tunnel within four or six months. 
Otherwise be could not sanction another pole 
line, as the new company could well affo to 
lay cables for its use in the city. However, the

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HOME OF THE FRIENDLESS. 


The Popular Misconception as to the 
Real Mission of the Insti- 
tution. 


What the Charter and City-Attorney 
Grimmell Have to Say on the 
Subject. 


The management of the Home of the Friend- 
less has been put to no end of trouble lately in 
consequence of a popular misconception as to 
Just wuat the institution is and for wuom it is 
intended. [runken people, crazy people, and 
all sorts of le have been consigned to its 
care by Justices of the Peace and persons wbo 
no doubt found it much easier to load these ob- 
jects of charity off on somebody else than assist 
them themselves. For tne purpose of correct- 
ing this wrong impression and of showing just 
what the institution is and who are to be sent 

zo it the general reader and the Justices of the 
Peace are referred to the followiug extracts 
from its charter. us well as to an opinion on the 
Justice-of-the-Pexce branch of the subject, by 
City-Atturney Grinnell: 

THE CHARTER. 

Sec.6. The Board of Managers may at any 
time appoint such suburdinate officers, agents, 
and committees as they may deem n 
the more efficientiy to carry out the objects of 
said corporation, and that they may make and 
enforce such by-laws, rules, and rexulauons as 
they may debm neccasury tor the election and 
government of officers and men.bers of said 
corporation, and aogovern the admission of 
applicants tathe Chicago Home for the Friend- 
less. Also, for the government, discipline, and 
disposal of those that may be received as in- 
mates, and for the conducting and ma 
the general business of said corporation.

THE PROPELLER R. A. PACKER STRIKES SOME- 
THING AT BAR POINT.

AMHERSTBURG, Out.. Nov. 2%.—The Lehigh 
Transportation Company's steamship Robert A. 
Packer struck something on Bar Point this 
morning and returned here looking very badly. 
She had made eighteen inches of water, but 
when put alongside the dock ber pumps just 
kept the water from gaining. It is thought she 
struck the sunken tug Minaie Morton. She is 
laden with 5,000 bushels of flaxseed, and was 
drawning fourteen feet six inches of water. The 
pumps cannot lower the water any. 
Capt. Cook got instructions to put 
in a steam-pump and they dave been en 
gaged all day lightering the seed upon 
the ferryboat Hope, and will puton one of the 
Canada Wrecking Company's pumps. About 
1,500 bushels has deen lightered, and several 
thousand mote will have to be taken out before 
the pumps can be got down. A diver was down 
and found her keel splintered for about twelve 
feet just where the stem joins the keel. The 
uaderwriters will not allow the Packer to pro- 
ceed, and bave instructed ber master to take 
her to Detroit, where Capt. Kice will meet them
